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Continuation of 1 1 , does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: In response to applicant's arguments against 
the references Individually, one cannot show nonobviousness by attacking references individually where the rejections are based on 
combinations of references. See In re Keller, 642 F.2d 413. 208 USPQ 871 (CCPA 1981); In re Merck & Co., 800 F,2d 1091, 231 USPQ 
375 (Fed. Cir. 1986). Applicant's arguments attack each reference individually and fail to take into account the combined teachings of the 
references. Davis discloses an encrypted public key through the use of a private key (Col. 3, lines 55-59). It would have been obvious to 
one of ordinary skill in the art at the time the invention was made to encrypt the decryption key in the protected software system of Rubin 
in order to authenticate the sender of the information as taught in Davis (Col. 3, lines 60-64). Davis does not disclose using a hash value 
as an encryption key. Patel discloses using the hash of authentication information as an encryption key (Col. 2, lines 37-59). It would 
have been obvious to one of ordinary skill in the art at the time the invention was made to use a hash value as an encryption key in Davis 
in order to add security prior to establishing the key as taught in Patel (Col. 3, lines 36-38), which meets the limitation of the decryption 
key Is encrypted as a function of a cryptographic hash value produced by hashing a corresponding trigger file with a hash algorithm. 
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
